thé Rev. Dr. Billy Graham open- 
ed his Bible, closed his right 
eye, and read with perfect ease 
the twentieth verse of Psalm 66: 
“Blessed be God, which hath 
not turned away my, prayer, 
nor his mercy from me.” 

“You see,” said the ebullient 
evangelist last month, “I am 
almost completely recovered.” 
Actually, Dr. Graham says he 
regards as providential the eye 
trouble which afflicted him 
three months ago, impairing the 
vision in his left eye and delay- 
ing the start of his Down Under 
crusade. “I know the Lord 
meant it,” he explains. “It creat- 
ed a tension without which the 
Australian mission might not 
have been such a triumph.” 

Rarely, indeed, had such 
crowds turned out to hear Billy. 
One Sunday at the final Syd- 


ney meeting, he broke his.own 


record with an audience of 150,- 
000 spread over two stadiums. 
The total attendance in four 


_ weeks in Sydney came to 980,- 


000; “decisions for Christ”. num- 
bered 56,780 — more than he 
won in the sixteen-week crusade 
in New York’s vast population 
area in 1957. In his nine weeks

No matter what the weather 
there is one crop that never fails. 
The baby crop. Come wind or 
rain, heat wave or blizzard, it 
makes no difference — they come 
anyway, those little bundles of 
joy. We have a new arrival right 
next door to us. Last Wednesday 
I took the mother to our local 
hospital for a blood test while 
Partner took charge of her small 
daughter. Next morning the 
mother went to the hospital 
again. That time it was a hurry- 
up call, The baby was born three 
weeks ahead of time. It was a 
boy and mother and son are do- 


‘ing fine so everybody is happy. 


Another day we were over to 
a farm ten miles from here 
where the nucleus of another 
crop was being seeded. The fields 
Jooked awfully dry and we 
haven't hdd a rain since so 1 am 
sure most farmers are getting 
quite anxious. However, there 
have been dry spring seasons 
before at which time the farmers 
were sure the seed would be 
blown away. And then a life- 
saving rain. would saturate the 
fields, the oats, barley and pas- 
ture fields would come to life 
and the farmers forget their past 
worries. The age-old saying still 
holds good — springtime and 
harvest never fail. One year can 
be better than another; isolated 
sections may be hailed, dried or 
eaten out, but there has never 
yet been a crop failure from one 
end of Canada to the other. True, 
there may be -regional failures. 
It so often happens one part of 
the country may be dry and the 
other wet. But nature has a way 
of maintaining a ‘balance, al- 
though to the individual it often 
doesn't look that way. 

On yet another day I was at 
our local W.I. meeting at which 
the District President was speak- 
ing. It was an enjoyable, infor- 
mal but very worthwhile meet- 
ing, The President did not give 
an address as is usually the cus-

I couldn't have agreed more 
with the District President’s re- 
marks.

Most women found time to work 
for their church and the W.I. But 
now there are so many organi- 
zations a public - spirited club- 
woman could be away from 
home every day of the week. 
More than one person has had a 
nervous breakdown through 
trying to keep pace with home 
responsibilities and too many 
outside activities. There is a club 
for this, a society for that, auxi- 
liaries for hospitals, schools, vet- 
erans and masons, In fact most 
men’s clubs have women’s auxi- 
liaries.

Egyptian mummy cases have 
disclosed dry specimens of a var- 
iety of daffodils dating back, it’s 
estimated, at least 4,000 years. 

me authorities think we are 
indebted to the Phoenicians for 
introduging many species of daf- 
fodils into Great Britain when 
they camie to Cornwall for tin.

The first daffodil show in Bri- 
tain took place in the spring of 
1893 in Birmingham. It was at 
the Birmingham Daffodil Show 
sixty years ago—Monday, March 
28th, 1899-—-that the famous King 
Alfred daffodil was introduced 
to the horticultural world. It 
created a sensation and was 
awarded the highest honour — a 
first-class certificate.

Fell Asleep 
During Gun-Fight 


The driver of the truck braked 
to a sudden stop.

Accompanied by a mischievous 
twinkling of eyes, Randall gave 
a commentary of a gun duel re- 
cently forced upon him — for- 
tunately with an unlooked for 
and happy ending. 

After a gin and rum drinking 
session with a couple of pals, one 
of them, .known 4s the . Kid, 
started a drunken argument, The 
Kid concluded their talk by tak- 
ing.a wild swing at Randall. The 
latter was obliged to. floor him. 
This affront to his dignity caused 
the Kid to throw out a challenge 
to shoot it out, which was ac- 
cepted. 

At the request of the owner 
of the tin’hut where the drink- 
ing party had been held, the 
contestants went outside for 
their battle, to a clearing close 
by the hut. The owner was to 
ac’ as referee; the duellists were 
to stand back to back, walk to 


with the referee, Randal! set out 
to find his atlversary. They dis- 
covered him eventually, sound 
asleep under 4 tree, where he'd 
rested, with his gun beside him. 
“Real fool of a feller,” was Ran- 
dall’s pithy comment. 

And to show that there were 
no hard feelings, a few days 
later, at a buffalo hunt, Jerry 
Randall saved the life: of the 
Kid when he was thrown from 
his horse and attacked by a 
wounded buffalo.

Mud Time On 


Country Roads 


There’s-been a tendency around 


old term—‘“mud time.” This is 
the time of year, all right, and 
conditions were never better than 
they are now—but most of the 
folks speaking glibly of mud 
time haye no notion of what it 
really was. There's a frost heave 
in the macadam, and an alert 
highway crew has dumped in 
some cold-patch and put up a 
bump sign, but that is not what 
comes to mind when I hear “mud 
time.” True mud time was back 
before the highway bond issue 
was invented; it means more than 
a crack in the pavement.. 

When we first had an automo- 
bile here at the farm, we watched 
carefully. {or the cracking of 
mud time, for we didn’t want to 
be caught with the automobile at 
home. We used to leave it a quar- 
ter of a mile up the road, by the 
schoolhouse at the four corners. 
Then, we'd walk, toting our gro 
ceries. 

Because below us on the road 
was a bottomless morass, just off 
the lip of a statewide: ledge. It 
was cne of those things you could 
stick a pole in and not touch bot- 
tom. And just above us on .the 
road was a muskrat swamp which 
fed under the road through a 
plank culvert. The culvert-would 
freeze up and heave about four 
feet into the air, creating a dam 
which denied the swamp access 
to the broad, billowing sea. The 
muskrat swamp would then swell 
up, and the road would disappear 

Nowadays anything like this 
would be regarded as a public 
shame, and a salaried engineer 
would give it his attention and 
ask for an appropriation. But not 
then. These places never were 
“fixed.” You waited them out. 
To get around the muskrat bog 
you came up by the other road. 
and to get around the slough of 
despond by the ledge you took 


If you simply had to go, it was 
pars ge to walk than to-try 
a horse, because some places had 
no bypasses. 

When we-left the automobile 
up at the schoolhouse, we'd 
shoulder our purchases and cut 
through the woods, coming down

Modern motorists who* lament

We'd slop on 
water, and they’d kick and 
squeal. And sometimes we'd wash 
iy buggy. There was a tendency 
to’ argue that the buggy could 
wait until mud time was over, 
when it could be washed all at 
once for summer, but we couldn't 
sell that to the women. 

If one of them had to be “car- 
ried out” to a Ladies’ Aid, per- 
haps, she’d observe how the 
dooryard had dried up, and with 
a fair spring wind caressing the 
countryside she’d say, “I’m not 
riding out in a muddy buggy.” 
We didn’t have pressure hoses; 
we had pails and a pond to dip 
from. We'd scrape off mud with 
a “stick, soften the rest with 
water, and scour it with a brush. 


We'd 
have a half-yard of gooey ooze 
under the buggy when we {ot 
it clean, and I suppose our door- 
yard was built up that way over 
the years. , 
Then we'd insert the washed

Announcement to this effect 
was made in the House of Com- 


-mons by the Hon. Donald M. 


Fleming, Minister of Finance, 
when he introduced the Budget 
in the House of Commons on 
April 9. o 
The changes, which became 
effective on April 10, contain ad- 
justments of rates and in periods 
of duty on some 40 items of which 
11 pertain to processed products.

The announcement of the 
changes -was the culmination of 
a long, persistent struggle on the 
part of the Canadian Horticul- 
tural Council. The demand for 
change was predicted upon the 
damage to markets by the ever 


increasing quantities of imported 


produce finding their way into 


Canada and the fact that inter- 
‘national trade was being con- 


ducted under rules established 
thirty years ago and without re- 
gard for changing conditions in 
production and distribution.

A study of the revisions estab- 


lishes the fact that the industry 
has gained most of what it asked 
in the Tariff Board hearings of 
1957 and contained in the Board’s 
recommendations to the govern- 
ment. This implies that the Ca- 
nadian negotiators. did a bang-up 
job in théir many conferences 
with the U.S. representatives. 
True, a few concessions were 
made but they were of a minor 
nature such as elimination of the 
10% ad valorem rate on some 
items out-of-season. 


The expectation was that the 
Americans would use potatoes 
and apples as the lever in an 
attempt to hold the line but lit- 
tle evidence of this is apparent 
in the results.

Birds Are Friends 
Of Crocodiles 


Nearly 2,500 years ago the 
Greek historian Hexodotus first 
put forward the idea that cer- 
tain animals went into partner- 


ship with others for their mutual: 


benefit. To prove his point he 
described how an Egyptian bird 
called the courser, a member of 
the plover family, went to the 
assistance of the formidable Nile 
crocodiles, 

“Living in the river, the croc- 
odile gets its mouth full of 
leeches,” he wrote, “and when it 
comes out and opens its mouth 
to the westerly breezes, the cour- 
ser goes in and gobbles up the 
leeches, which so pleases the 
crocodile that it does the cour- 
ser no harm,” 

This seemed such an incred- 
ibly tall story that it is not sur- 
prising no one.believed it. After 
all, no living creature was safe 


. within. reach of a crocodile’s 


jaws. 

Nevertheless, Herodotus was 
right, and it was eventually es- 
tablished that the little courser 
does walk fearlessly up to the 
crocodiles as they bask in the 
sunshine on the banks of the 
Nile, picking out and eating the 
leeches that have collected be- 
tween their teeth. 

Coursers, in fact, share these 
duties with’ another bird, «the 
spur-winged lapwing. This bird 
walks right inside the crocodile’s 
mouth, which has been seen to 
close for a minute or so while 
the bird goes on gobbling up the 
leeches. When it is opened again 
the lapwing calmly walks out in- 
to the daylight. 

In both of these examples 
there is a genuine partnership 
from which all-the animals con- 
cerned derive some benefit. The 
crocodile is rid-of the irritating 
leeches which it cannot deal with 
itself,.and the birds get a very 
satisfying meal. 

Clearly the crocodile must re- 
cognize the benefit that it derives 
from the partnership, because it 
makes no attempt to harm these 
two birds, but would kil! and eat 
any other specie that came close 
enough to be caught 

Since Herodotus’s time a good 
many other examples of partner- 
ship in the animal kingdom have 
been discovered, Birds seem to 
be particular! y good as partners, 
for in quite a number of exam- 
ples one of the partners is a bird. 

One of the best known of these 


is the cattle egret, a small kind 
of heron that sperids its life wan- 
dering about the African plains 
with herds of wild cattle and 
other grazing animals 

As these animals walk through 
{he gra they disturt nuyrner- 
ible. grasshoppers and othe 
ecte, which. the egrets oounce 
on and eat before they ¢ aeitie 
again

birds are chasing the grasshop- 
pers, others are. perched on the 
backs of the cattle, busily pick- 
ing out and eating the ticks that 
bury themselves in their coats 
and cause them intense irritation. 


Although they gain much ben- 
efit from their association with 
the cattle, the egrets could live 
independent lives if they wanted. 
But another bird, the oxpecker 
or tickbird, which also comes 
from South Africa, has become 
so dependent upon its partners 
that it could not live without 
them. 


Like the cattle egret, the tick- 
bird is found in association with 
many different kinds of grazing 
animals, but its favourite partner 
is the rhino. oe 

Originally the tickbird «prob- 
ably fed on insects disturbed by 
its partners’ movements through 
the grass. To-day, however, it 
relies entirely upon the ticks 
from their skins, and the flies 
which also settle on them. 

“It seldom descends to the ground 
and will generally fly up into the 
trees only when disturbed by 
man’s approach. Otherwise it 


spends the whole of its time on 


its partners’ backs, even con- 
ducting its courtship displays and 


» mating there. 


The tickbird not only renders a 
valuable service to its hosts by 
ridding them of ticks, also it acts 
as a sentinel to warn them of 
the approach of danger — and 
danger generally means man. 
The bird usually sees an intruder 
when he is still 4 long way off, 
and begins to utter warning cries 
which become louder and more 
insistent as he approaches. 

Tickbirds were not popular 

with big game hunters because 
too often they would utter their 
warning cries just as he was get- 
ting within gun range. Warning 
cries are given only at the ap- 
proach of man. 
. One of the most remarkable of 
all bird partners is the African 
honey-guide, a distant relative 
of the cuckoo, It is very fond of 
the grubs of wild bees, which 
build their enormous nests-in the 
trees, but it is not able to open 
these nests for itself, 

It does not, however, sit around 
and wait on the off;chance that 
some other animal. may come 
along and do so, but enters into 
partnership with the ratel, a kind 
of badger which is. very fond of 
honey. 

There “are usually plenty of 
bees’ nests in the forests where 
the honey-guide lives, and it us- 
ually knows where several of 
them are to be found. Whenever 
it sees a ratel an interesting ser- 
jes of events follows. 

The bird flies about just above 
and in front of the badger, call- 
ing all the time. The badger 
knows what it is all about, and 
willingly follows along the di- 
rection indicated until the tree 
containing the bees’ nest is 
reached.. 

Up climbs the badger, breaks 
open the nest and eats the honey- 
comb, while the honey-guide 
picks out the fattest grubs from 
the brood comb. 

For the two animals concerned 


it is an ideal arrangement. With | 


its short legs the badger could 
not travel the enormous distances 
that would be necessary if it had 
to search for its own. nests.

Solomon’s Reign 
I Kings 9:1-9 


Memory Selection: Trust tn 
the Lord with all thine heart; 
and lean:not unto thine own 
understanding. In all thy ways 
acknowledge Him, and He shall 
direct they paths. Proverbs 
3:5-6. 


Solomon's reign of forty years 
was the golden. age of Hebrew 
history, the one period when a 
Hebrew kingdom became the 
greatest and wealthiest nation 
of the known world. Solomon 
began the building of the tem- 
ple in his fourth year and com- 
pleted it seven years later. His 
father, David, had prepared 
much of the material. It was 
modelled after the Mosaic ta- 
bernacle with the measurements 
usually double those of the 
tabernacle. For nearly four cen- 
turies this temple was to be the 
center of the religious life of 
the Hebrew people. 


The grandeur of the Hebrew 
kingdom during this period of 
unmprecedented prosperity 
brought. many visitors. Their 
amazement was well expressed 
by the Queen of Sheba. She 
said, “It was a true report that 
I heard in mine own land of 
they acts and of thy wisdom. 
Howbeit 1 believed not’ the 
words, until I came, and mine 
eyes had seen it: and, béholdy 
the half was not told me: thy 
wisdom and prosperity exceed- 
eth the fame which I heard.” 

Much of Solomon's wisdoin 
has been prseerved for us m 
the Book of Proverbs. We 
should read it once a year. It 
will save us from many pit- 
falls. 

Was Solomon’s reign succes#- 
ful? Next wéek we shall see 
that after his death his - king- 
dom divided. His son and his 
son’s young friends who had 
known only luxury lacked sym- 
pathy and understanding for the 
common people whose taxes had 
greatly increased. Solomon, 
himself, express¢d his disillu- 
sionment in the Book of Eccle- 
siastes. Knowledge, gaiety and 
wealth do not insure soul satis- 


Maction. His conclusion concern- 


ing each is, “This is vanity and 
vexation of spirit.” He exhorts, 
“Remember now thy Creator in 
the days of thy youth.” His 
conclusion of the whole matter 
is, “Fear God, and keep His 
commandments.” 

Solomon’s great weakness was 
his desire for women He had 
700 wives, princesses, and 300 
concubines. “And his wives 
turned away his heart.. For it 
came to pass, when Solomon 
was old, that his wives turned 
away his heart after other gods: 


and his heart was not’ perfect ° 


with the Lord his God as was 
the heart of David his father.” 

“Give me neither poverty nor 
riches; feed me with food con- 
venient for me: lest I be full, 
and deny Thee, and say, Who 
is the Lord? or lest I be poor, 
and steal, and take the name 
of my God in vain.” . Proverbs 
30:8, 9.

The institute recently under- 
took an exhaustive inquiry into 
the reading habits of the Italian 
people. It discovered, among 
other things, that in half of 
Italy’s families no book, maga- 
zine, or daily paper is read from 
one year’s end to another. If any 
printed matter penetrates into 
these homes it is in the form of 
comics or pictorial magazines. 

For a country which can just- 
ly claim to-have fathered much 
of Western civilization this is a 
surprising and sorry state of 
affairs. But unforutnately, ac- 
cording to the institute’s investi- 
gations, there is worse to come. 
It is disclosed that only in seven 
out of every hundred Italian 
families are books “bought. and 
read, 


It appears that there is in 
these days little sale for novels 
by even the best modern Italian 
authors; even the most popular 
and . successful writers, whose 
books sell for $1.50 or $2 a copy, 
think that they are doing well if 
they sel a few thousand copies. 
The: majority of authors have 
to satisfy themselves with sales 
of a few hundred. 

An expert writing in the in- 
fluential newspaper La Stampa 
put it like this; “In Italian homes 
there is less and less of that 
old patriarchial atmosphere in 
which, before and after dinner, 
the family used to gather to- 


. gether to read, some the news- 


papers, others novéls and the 
children would sink their heads 
upon their arms and go to sleep. 

“Today by comparison, when 
the day’s work is done, the fam- 
ily splits up, some get ready to 
go out, others settle down at the 
card table, and the majority ar- 
range themselves around the TV 
set . , . culture is falling into 
decay; there is gn indifference 
and even open scorn of spiritual 
values. The family hearth has 
now only the vaguest signifi- 
cance.” 

The incidence of newspaper 
reading varies widely from re- 
gion’to region. In the industrial 
north the proportion is much 
higher than in the south. While 
the figures for Piedmont and 
Lombardy are 34 per cent and 
25 per cent, respectively, that 
for Calabria is 9 per cent. 

In Sicily even this low per- 
centage is not maintained. As an 
example it was found that at 
Porinico, a moderately well-to- 
do Sicilian town of 25,000 in- 
habitants, only 180 newspapers 
are sold a day. In less prosper- 
ous, “smaller communities with 
populations of from two to three 


oe 


thousand anyone, but the mavor, 
the doctor, the priest or chief of 
police who bought a paper, © 
would be thought to be eccentric. 

With these figures iA mind the 
conclusion which must be drawn 
is that by and large the Italiana 
people are uninterested in pub- 
lic affairs and woefully ignorant 
in the political sphere. The lack 
of interest and ignorance ex- 
plain, perhaps how the Com- 
munist-party could muster 6,000,- 
000 votes or more in a general 
election.

Last week we had a bitter- 
sweet experience. We were back 
to Ginger Farm—to salvage a 
portable chicken pen we had 
left there until such time as we 
wanted to remove it. It wasn't 
for a chicken pen we wanted it 
now but for the good lumber that 
was in it, So Partner and Bob 
went to work to dismantle it 
board by board. The job isn’t 
finished yet because it rained and 
then the rain turned to snow. 
Imagine that—snow on the 17th 
of May. I was there the first day 
and I could hardly believe the 


‘place had been our farm and 


home for thirty-four years. It 
was so changed. Trees, shrubs 
and evergreens had gone com- 
pletely wild. And the spring 
flowering bulbs seemed as if they 
were just about done. Only a 
few were blooming here and 
there instead of the masses of 
daffodils and narcissi we used 
to have. 


And the -house ... it doesn’t 
seem possible that in two short 
years a house could change so 


* completely. There were plenty of 


broken wnidows, even the storm 
windows upstairs. Virginia 
creeper that we were careful to 
keep under control had spread to 
the roof-tops. So much degener- 
ation in such a short time The 
house had been rented for near- 
ly two years but the tenants had 
given it little care. Is there any- 
thing more heartbreaking, I won- 
der, than to see a place you have 
loved and cared for falling into 
a state of decay? 

Ané of course there is con- 
struction going: en too, taking 
over most of the. north-west side 
of the farm. Bulldozers, graders, 
power shovels and heavy trucks 
are at work on the cloverleaf. 
Half of the front lane has disap- 
peared, covered by a huge bank 
of fill, and a-new lane has been 
cut through one of the front 
fields. Seeing the ro: ad work 
didn't bother us too much. That, 
after all, is progress, necessary 
to the age in which elie We 
know that when the job is fin- 
ished it will look trim, neat and 
efficient, Every cay will be one 
step nearer that goal. On the 


other hand every day will. in-- 


crease the uncared for look of 
the house and its imrhediate sur- 
roundings. That is what really 
hurts — and it must be even 
worse for descendants of the 
MacNab family who still live in 
the district and whose ancestors 
homesteaded the property back 
ni 1822, their first dwelling be- 
ing, of course, a log cabin. The 
present ten-roomed house was 
built in 1854, of hand-pressed 
brick with a field stone founda- 
tion. In it were bofn and raised 
seven children — five girls and 


two boys. One gir! died young, - 


the others married and moved to 
homes of their own. Eventually 
the father died but as neither of 
the boys wanted to farm the 
homestead was sold and was in 
unloved hands for nearly four 
years, Then we came along, liked 
the place and bought it — with 
the help of Partner's brother. 
Partner took pride in his work 
and gradually the place, under 
proper cultivation, resumed an 
appearance of law and order The 
old farm helped us to weather

the storm during the depression 
of the Thirties. There was no 
money for hired help but we all 
pitched in and did what we could 


‘to assist Partner. The children 


and I helped to load and unload 
hay and grain from the field to 
the barn. Cows, pigs and chickens 
did their part to provide us with 
a living. When we took over pigs 
had played havoc with the lawns 
and gardens but as time permit- 
ted I set out trees, shrubs and 
flower borders. The years passed 
and our hard work paid off. We 
were able to put in a furnace, 
then the hydro, finally a bath- 
room and pressure system. We 
had city conveniences combined 
with country living at its best. 
But then came the time when our 
family, just like the MacNabs, 
did not want to stay on the farm. 
Dee’ went into munitions, Bob 
into the army. After the war Dee 
married and Bob stayed home 
for a few years when Partner 
was sick. Then came the time 
when we were ‘approached by 
the Department of Highways to 
sel] the farm for road construc- 
tion. Partner was past working 
hard. There didn't seem much 
point in even keeping on the 
house just for ourselves. So we 
sold out, lock, stock and barre! 
at*a good price: Now we are 
settled in a different territory, in 
a modern house, comfortable and 
more or less content—except that 
when we return to the farm a 
feeling of nostalgia comes over 
us to think of how different it 
would have been had we stayed 
there. However, the cloverleaf 
will come very close to the house 
and we might not have liked be- 
ing so near to a busy highway— 
that is, the 401. Be that as it 
may, no one can have their cake 
and eat it too. We sold the place 
and that’s that. But I guess other 
farm folk who have had a simi- 
lar experience will understand 
our feelings, however illogical 
they may seem to others. Any- 
way we have done a lot here to 
improve the place and no doubt 
as the years go by we shall en- 
joy it more and more.

“In the past,” grumbled Ams- 
terdam’s De Volkskrant, “the 
Dutch , press was blamed—and

Then one day he hap- 
pened to meet a courteous and 
high-domed gentleman, and the 
gentleman was from the planet 
Venus. One thing led to another, 
and some time later a man from 
Mars and another from Saturn 
asked him. in a_ hotel] lobby if 
he would like to take a spin in 
space. The trip aloft included 
refreshments (“a small glass of 
colorless liqud”) with an “in- 
blonde named 
Kalna and an equally lovely 
brunette named Ilmuth. It end- 
ed with a reassuring lecture up 
there from a great teacher (“No, 
my son, your world is not the 
lowest in development in the 
universe”).

A good omen? I - 


Toronto Project 
Aids The Elderly 


In Toronto when socks go un- 
darned, shirt collars unturned, 
and sheets unmended for too 
long, busy housewives have a 
perfect solution. They bundle 
all the neglected items off to 
the Women’s Sheltered WACK: 
shop. 


Here in two spacious, old, 
semi-detached houses, the arti- 
cles are restored by a staff of 
100 women between the ages 
of 55 and 70. Until recently the 
first of its kind in Canada, the 
shop is a pilot service in find- 
ing a practical solution to the 
problem of maintaining inde- 
pendence for the person who 
can no longer be absorbed in 
industry. 


Mending, however.’ is not by 
any means the only accomplish- 
ment of these active women. 
Draperies and slipcovers are 


“made to order, dresses altered, 


eiderdowns recovered, sweaters 
knitted, rugs braided, and quilts 
assembled, to name only a few 


_of the projects oo each 


year. 

“We'll tackle anything” de- 
clared Miss Jessie Fallis, work- 
shop superintendent, whose de- 
mand for perfection has result- 
ed in an ever-increasing clien- 
tele, 

The present happy state of 
affairs has developed slowly 
over the 40 years the shop has 
been in operation. “At first,” 
reminisced the executive direc- 
tor, Mrs. Henrietta Kirkness, 
“we kept the place going on 
carpet balls. Later, when income 
from this activity was cut off, 
we turned our hand to anything 
that came” along and little by 
little built up the present busi- 
ness.” Continuous expansion, 
she contended, was the outcome 


‘of the shop’s reputation for 


quality workmanship. 

Expenses that are not met by 
the shop sales are offset by 
grants from the city and the 
United Community Fund, In 
1953 a bequest made it possible 
for the enterprising women to 
acquire the complementary halt 
of their first s*mi-detached 
house. Thus space was provided 
for an additional 60 women, 
bringing the working force to 
the present 100, writes Mar- 
jorie Minnes Parker in The 
Christian Science Monitor. 

A hot meal is served at noon 
each day, augmented by milk 
in the morning and tea in the 
late afternoon. A local farmer 
provides the shop with fresh 
fruit and vegetables all the 
year around, 

In winter, the women work 
in large, well-lighted. work- 
rooms on the two ‘floors of 
the rambling old house. In sum- 
mer they often take their work 
into the deep tree-shaded gar- 
den. 

The shop was started by a 
group of public-spirited women 
who recognized loneliness and 
futility as the greatest enemies 


of untrained women left alone. 


in their later years. What has 
been accomplished may be 
judged by the countless success 
stories related by the director. 

Speaking of her 25 years in 
the post, Mrs. Kirkness told of 
interviewing any number of dis- 
pirited women who were com- 
pletely rehabilitated in ~ the 
friendly, peaceful surroundings 
of the workshop. 

Lack of money isn’t always 
the problem, she emphasized. 
Women, on more than one oc- 
casion, have offered to work 
for nothing just as long as they 
could have companionship and 
feel they were playing a useful 
role in society. In many cases,

she noted, women manifested 
better health when their self- 
esteem was restored by proving 
they could still do a good job 

Mrs. Kirkness made it clear 
that the shop wasn’t a chari- 
“We can use 
all types of workers from cooks 
to seamstresses but,” she said, 
“they must prove their worth te 


Stay. 


“Once the women become 
part of the working group, we 
endeavor, to find suitable ac- 
commodation for them and: en- 
courage our workers to lead 


well-rounded lives with mem-. 


bership in a church and recrea- 
tion group. We also promote 
interest in hobbies.” 


The 30-woman committee 
which presides over workshop 
affairs has long felt that similar 
projects should be started in 
other parts of this fast-growing 
metropolis. After months 
careful planning and budgeting 
the first extension opened im 
January in a downtown church 
hall, largely unused now that 
so many of the young families 
have moved into the suburbs. 

Fortunately the central work- 
shop has more than enough 
work to keep both shops busy, 
Like the parent project, the new 
branch, with its quota of work- 


ers already full, points up the - 


growing need to provide useful 
and satisfying activity for Tor- 
onto’s senior citizens.

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When Sneak Punch 


Won For Frenchman 


‘Georges Carpentier was un- 
doubtedly one of the most hand- 
some boxers who ever laced on 
a glove. The Frenchman who be- 
came light-heavyweight cham- 


ee of the world had a profile 


t could easily have won him 
a fortune on the films if his fists 
had not already been doing so 
in the ring. And he did, in fact, 
become a film star on retirement 
from bexing. : 

It was Carpentier who, prob- 
ably more than any other boxer, 
was responsible for women 
flocking to watch the sport. He 
had another fatal fascination, 
too. Just as women fell for his 


_ handsome features, so the men 


fell before his flashing fists. 

British bdkers seemed particu- 
larly quick to succumb. Three 
topline men, Billy Wells, Joe 
Beckett, and Kid Lewis, were all 
knocked out by him in the first 
round. Beckett, in fact, suffered 
this fate twice. Wells and Lewis 
never had the chance to play 
“double or quits.” 

One thing. is fairly certain, 
however. If Carpentier and Lew- 
is had met again the verdict 
would have been reversed. As 


it was, on the occasion they. did - 


mect, in May, 1922, Carpentier, 
though he won the verdict, lost 
almost everything: else. 

On the face of things the fight 
was hopelessly one-sided. Car- 
pentier was light - heavyweight 
champion of the world. Lewis 
was currently British and Euro- 
pean welter and middleweight 
champion, but all the physical 
advantages were with the 
Frenchman. 

At the weigh-in» Carpentier 
only just past the scales at the 
175 pound limit; Lewis stepped 
on in’ his street clothes and still 
weighed only 157 pounds. Car- 
pentier also had the advantage 
of nearly four inches in height 
and three inches in reach. What 
chance had -Lewis of getting 
through that long guard to land 
an ‘explosive punch on his op- 


_ ponent’s handsome chin? 


But physique wasn’t every- 
thing. Carpentier had been 
helped to win many of his pre- 
vious victories by the shrewd 
moves of his wily manager, 
Francois Descamps. So when 
Lewis outsmarted Descamps in 
the preliminary skirmishing, 
Carpentier must have been bad- 
ly rattled. 

Two such incidents occurred 
during training. Lewis had a 
warming-up fight and learned 
that Descamps was sending a 
apy to watch him. The spy had 
little chance to gain much in- 
formation — the fight was all 
ever in about a minute- On 
another occasion, during a train- 
ing work-out, Lewis discovered 
that a friend of Carpentier’s was 
in the audience. Lewis stopped 
work and asked him to leave, 
indicating that there would be 
mo more action until he had 
gone., 

But it was the incident of the 
mouthpiece» that had Carpentier 
really foxed.

Lewis had spent several years 


fighting in America, and had 
there acquired a mouthpiece, a 
form of protection now univer- 
sally used by boxers, but a nov- 
elty in those days. Carpentier 
did not possess one, and Des- 
camps claimed that Lewis would 
have an unfair advantage by 
using such a device. 


The Englishman's. reply was 
short and to the point: no mouth, 
‘piece, no fight. He added that 
there was nothing to stop Car- 
pentiér using one if he wished. 
The bewildered Frenchman's 
face-saving rejoiner to this was 
that Lewis could wear his 
mouthpiece provided it was the 
same type as he used in train- 
i@g, and that Carpentier s 
to be allowed to inspect it be- 
fore the fight. 


It isn’t certain whether he 
ever did see it, but he was giveu 
no time to think about it once 
the fight began, for as soon as 
the bell sounded Lewis tore 
across the ring punching hard 
with both hands. Carpentier, 
who had expected a more sedale 
opening, was plainly shaken and 
went into an immediate clinch. 


As they broke, Lewis produc- 
ed a flurry of blows of such 
power that Carpentier’s ribs be- 
gan to redden, although the con-_ 
test was only a few seconds old. 
Then, suddenly, Lewis switched 
his attack -to the mouth, and in 
no time blood was trickling 
from the Frenchman's lip. 


The crowd was already in an 
uproar at this sensational start, 
and Carpentier, plainly puzzled, 
went into another clinch. This 
time Lewis, partially breaking 
free, started a flurry of in-fight- 
ing. 

Carpentier was now more than 
puzzled—he was badly rattled. 
and began punching wildly. 
Some of his blows brought a 
warning from the referee and 
once, as Lewis came in, the 
Frenchman grabbed one arm 
under his own left and punched 
away with his right. During this 
tangle he also appeared to hit 
Lewis with his head, and though 
this must have been accidental 
the crowd were not slow to show 
their anger. 

But sensational as this start 
had been, more was to come. 
The referee, already tired of the 
constant mauling and holding, 
stopped the fight and lectured 
the boxers. As he _ finished, 
Lewis dropped his hands and 
turned towards him protesting- 
ly. He opened his mouth to com- 
plain that he had been too busy 
trying to land punches to be 
bothered about holding, but he 
never had the chance to speak. 

As Lewis turhed to speak to 
the referee,“the bemused Car- 
pentier bad a perfect ‘view of an 
unprotected jaw. His boxer's in- 
stinct worked immediately; his 
right glove curled out in a fierce 
hook that travelled barely a foot 
and caught Lewis square on the 
point of the jaw. 

It was a perfect blow, pe:- 
fectly delivered. No man could 
have survived it, least of all one 
caught so completely off his 
guard as Lewis had been. He 
crumpled to the floor, not lying 
unconscious, but sitting dazed, 
hearing the count yet unable ‘o 
get sufficient strength back into 
his legs to rise. 

The first round had HW haif 
a minute to run when the ret- 
eree proclaimed Carpentier the 
winner, amid a storm of booing 
that lasted for several minutes. 

Carpentier’s action, though 
justified and legal and probably 
instinctive, was anything but 
sporting, and the crowd emphat- 
ically let him know their view: 
But there was no question of 
disqualifying the Frenchman, a: 
some ef them demanced. Tech 
nically, Carpentier was entitled 
to act ae he did. The rules state 
that a boxer shall de fend him

Lewis. naturally felt he had 
been treated unfairly, but it was 
left to wily little Descamps to 
sum up the situation.

How Can I?

Q. How can I remove mildew? 

A. Remove mildew by wetting 
the spot, saaping well, and cov- 
ering thickly with finely-pul- 
verized chalk or whiting. Or, 
soak in sour milk, rinse, and lay 
in the sun, 


Q. How can I easily remove. 


the strings from string beans? 

A. Every bit of string can be 
removed if after thoroughly 
washing they are plunged into 
boiling water for five minutes 
and then drained. 


Q. How can I avoid moist hands 
when froning? 

A. Talcum powder dusted fre- 
quently over the hands while 
ironing prevents them from be- 
coming moist, sore, and tired. 


Q.How can I avoid warping of 
aluminum pans? 
A. Aluminum cooking pans are 


the practice of putting cold water 
into them while they are still hot. 


Q. How can I prevent the cor- 
roding of the metal tops of salt 


. A. By treating the inside of the 
cover with melted paraffin. Open 
the holes before the paraffin has 
set. 

Q. How can I remove ink from 
paper? 

A. Put 44-pound of chloride of 
lime to 1 quart of soft water. 
Shake and let stand twenty-four 
hours, then strain through a cot- 
ton cloth. To 1 ounce of this 
lime water add 1 teaspoonful of 
acetic acid. Apply to the blot and 
the ink will disappear. Absorb 
the moisture with a blotter. The 
remainder may be bottled, close- 
ly corked, and set aside for fu- 
ture use.
